1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
■invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection 
of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the 
United States was published under Article 21(2) (a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be 
deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) . 

2. Claims 1-4 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated " by Pallante , U.S. pat. Appl. Pub. No. 
2003/0028495. 

Pallante discloses a system and method of logging events 
comprising: 

a) digitally signing, at a collector entity that collects event 
logs from the device, an acknowledgement message/event (see 



paragraphs 58-59, 112, 142 ) ; and 
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b) logging and making the signed message available to the device 
( see par. 116 and 159 ) . 

Pallante also teaches periodically signing logged events by 
the collector entity ( see par, 161 ) . 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though' the invention is 
not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 
the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 
therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 
point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 
was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C, 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 5-13 and 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Pallante . 
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Per claims 5-8, Pallante does not explicitly specify a 
preferred format or frequency for periodically signing the 
logged events. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize any 
conventional criteria including time intervals or number of 
logged events in practicing Pallante '.s invention. 

Per claims 9-13, Pallante teaches using digital signatures 
to verify/confirm the received event/message ( see par. 112 ) . It 
would have been further obvious to one skilled in the art to 
recognize' all required steps of such confirmation process 
including handshaking and queuing the unconfirmed pending 
messages/events . 

Claims 18-22 are similar in scope as that of claims 5-13.
